U.S. takes 
charge in 
Haiti _ with 
troops, aid

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama and 
the United States moved to 
take charge in earthquake- 
ravaged Haiti on Thursday, 
dispatching thousands of 
troops along with tons of aid 
to try to keep order as well 
as rescue the suffering in a 
country dysfunctional in the 
best of times. 

Tested by the first large-scale 
humanitarian disaster of his 
presidency, Obama ordered 
a relief effort of historic 
proportions despite the strains 
it was sure to put on both 
the stretched U.S. budget 
and military forces fighting 
two wars. He pledged an 
initial $100 million, with the 
likelihood of more later. 

“The United States is providing 
a lot of the glue that is keeping 
people communicating and 
working together as we try to 
assert authority, reinstate the 
government and begin to do 
what governments have to do 
to rebuild,” Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
on Fox News Channel.

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Haiti quake aid snarled; 
up to 50,000 feared dead

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti - Doctors and 
search dogs, troops and rescue teams flew 
to this devastated land of dazed, dead and 
dying people Thursday, finding bottlenecks 
everywhere, beginning at a main airport short 
on jet fuel and ramp space and without a control 
tower. 

The international Red Cross estimated 45,000 
to 50,000 people were killed in Tuesday’s 
cataclysmic earthquake, based on information 
from the Haitian Red Cross and government 
officials. Worries mounted, meanwhile, about 
food and water for the survivors. 

“People have been almost fighting for water,” 
aid worker Fevil Dubien said as he distributed 
water from a truck in a northern Port-au-Prince 


neighborhood. 

From Virginia, from China, a handful of rescue 
teams were able to get down to work, scouring 
the rubble for survivors. In one “small miracle,” 
searchers pulled a security guard alive from 
beneath the collapsed concrete floors of the 
U.N. peacekeeping headquarters, where many 
others were entombed. 

But the silence of the dead otherwise was 
overwhelming in a city where uncounted 
bodies littered the streets in the 80-degree 
heat, and dust-caked arms and legs reached, 
frozen and lifeless, from the ruins. Outside the 
General Hospital morgue, hundreds of collected 
corpses blanketed the parking lot, as the grief- 
stricken searched for loved ones. Brazilian 
U.N. peacekeepers, key to city security, were 
trying to organize mass burials.

Aware of the steep political 
cost George W. Bush paid 
for an ineffective response 
to Hurricane Katrina’s 
destruction of much of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, the 
Obama White House has 
labored to show intensive 
engagement by the president 
since immediately after the 
7.0-magnitude quake struck 
the impoverished island on 
Tuesday. Details of evening 
Situation Room meetings, 
phone calls with world 
leaders and canceled events 
were being released almost 
hourly. 

“I will not put up with any 
excuses for us not doing 
the very best in this time of 
tragedy,” Obama pledged 
at the Capitol, making his 
third public comments on 
the topic in two days. 

The president announced 
“the first waves” of the 
American response were in 


place, with two search-and- 
rescue teams on the ground, 
Coast Guard cutters in port, 
theU.S. Southern Command 
in control of the airport and 
airlifts bringing in urgently 
needed supplies and ferrying 
out the injured. 

The chief emphasis out of 
Washington was the huge 
amount of U.S. help that 
was still on the way: some 
half-dozen ships and 5,500 
troops making their way 
across the Caribbean. 
Seeking to pre-empt 
criticism, officials noted 
the difficulty of getting 
resources in as fast as they 
would like because of 
needed preparation time 
and then the barriers of 
damaged communications, 
roads, airport and port. 
Obama acknowledged it 
would take hours “and in 
many cases days” to get 
the full U.S. contingent to 
Haiti.

Administration halted all 
civilian aid flights to Haiti, 
though not government ones. 
The Haitian government 
said there was no more 
room on ramps for planes 
to unload their cargo, and 
some planes on the ground 
did not have enough fuel to 
leave. 

The role of heading the 
relief effort and managing 
the crisis quickly fell to the 
United States, for lack, in 
the short term at least, of 
any other capable entity. 

The government of Haitian 
President Rene Preval was 
severely disabled, with the 
president’s own residences 
damaged and the Parliament 
building collapsed along 
with other ministries and 
departments. In one sign 


of difficult conditions and 
dearth of official Haitian 
activity, White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs 
said Obama had tried twice, 
unsuccessfully, to get 
through to Preval. 

The large United Nations 
mission in Haiti, some 
9,000-strong, still was 
operating, with about 3,000 
peacekeepers patrolling the 
still-calm streets of Port-au- 
Prince, the country’s capital, 
population center and heart 
of earthquake damage. But 
U.N. abilities to respond 
aggressively to possible 
problems were hobbled 
as well. Its headquarters 
building was destroyed, 
and dozens of its personnel, 
including some leaders, 
were dead or missing, 


leaving it in need of rescue 
help itself. 

However, there was 
sensitivity in Washington 
to any impression the 
United States was taking 
over Haiti, a country 
that has seen dramatic 
American interventions 
before, not always to good 
effect, and is suspicious 
of involvement by its 
much larger and wealthier 
northern neighbor. 

So Gibbs, State Department 
spokesman P.J. Crowley 
and others emphasized 
that the United States 
was responding only as 
requested by the Haitian 
government, with the 
U.S. ambassador to Haiti,

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Immigration reformers see 
parallels in MlK’s work

NEW YORK - After almost nine years, 
Nigerian immigrant Emakoji Ayikoye is 
now an American. The final step came at 
a naturalization ceremony, where he and 
about 100 others recited the citizenship 
oath. 

But Thursday’s ceremony was weighted 
with more symbolism than usual for the 32- 
year-old college math teacher. It was one of 
several being held nationwide in honor of 
the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. Another, 
on Friday in Atlanta, will feature a speech 
from his daughter Bernice King. 

Honoring the slain civil rights leader via 
a naturalization ceremony makes perfect 
sense to Ayikoye. And around the country, 
immigration reform advocates also are 
connecting their efforts to the work of King 
and the civil rights movement, looking for 
inspiration and a way to gain support in 
hopes of passing legislation in 2010. 

King would have turned 81 on Friday. The 
holiday honoring him is Monday. 

It’s not unusual for the U.S. Citizenship and 
Immigration Services to hold naturalization 
ceremonies around holidays such as July 4 
or at places with ties to immigrant history 
such as Ellis Island. But the week of events 
honoring King is a first for the agency. 
“When we greet new citizens into the United 
States we speak of the open opportunities 
that our country presents to everyone 
around the world who qualifies for the 
benefits our agency administers,” said 
Alejandro Mayorkas, the USCIS director. 
“Martin Luther King helped define those 
hopes and opportunities for everyone.” 
Ayikoye said King “fought for the equality 
of people.” He pointed out that the reform 
of immigration laws that allowed more 
people from all over the world to come 
to America took place as the civil rights 
movement was going on. 

“His work paved the way for me to become 
a citizen,” Ayikoye said. “Without him, 
there is absolutely no way I would become 
a citizen today.” 

The efforts of King and others in the 


civil rights movement created a political 
atmosphere in the 1960s that helped those 
who were trying to change the country’s 
immigration laws, said David Canton, 
associate professor of history at Connecticut 
College in New London. 

“The whole ‘60s were about democracy 
and reform,” he said. 

Immigration laws at the time were 
extremely restrictive and were biased 
in favor of people from places such as 
northern Europe. 

Those who wanted that changed “made 
people realize that it’s not fair, it’s not 
democratic,” Canton said. 

The current basic framework, that all 
countries get the same number of visas, 
was put into place through the Immigration 
and Nationality Services Act of 1965. 
Those advocates who are hoping for reform 
to come again this year, with changes 
including a path to citizenship for the 
nation’s undocumented population, are still 
looking toward King. 

In Oakland, Calif., the Black Alliance for 
Just Immigration invokes King’s efforts to 
bring people together as it works to build 
support among blacks for immigration 
reform. 

The group tries to make links between what 
blacks have faced and what immigrants 
face, said Gerald Lenoir, director of BAJI. 
“Even some of the migration experiences 
of African-Americans, coming from the 
South, leaving conditions of economic 
injustice and terrorism from both legal 
authorities and groups like the Ku Klux 
Klan, we see that same kind of movement 
in people across borders,” he said. 

In Houston, the Rev. Harvey Clemons 
Jr. wrote an editorial calling on people to 
follow King’s guidance on reform, in terms 
of working toward a system that treats all 
who enter the United States with respect. 
“Dr. King invoked the truth, the truth 
being that all humans ought to be treated 
with a certain dignity,” Clemons told The 
Associated Press. “It would be natural for 
us to look to him as an example for fighting 
for a just cause.’Q

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Tentative tax deal marks health care breakthrough

WASHINGTON - In a major 
breakthrough, union leaders 
bowed Thursday to White 
House demands for a new tax 
on high-cost health plans as 
part of landmark health care 
legislation taking final shape 
in intensive negotiations. 

The tentative agreement 
on the tax, which included 
significant concessions by the 
administration, was disclosed 
as leading lawmakers set an 
informal timetable of Friday 
for an agreement on the 
health care bill that President 
Barack Obama made a top 
priority in taking office a 
year ago. 

Democrats expressed the 
hope that the agreement 
would quickly open the 
way for progress on other 
key issues where House and 
Senate-passed bills differ, as 
well as attempts by the White 
House to squeeze additional 
financial concessions 

from drug makers, nursing 
homes and other health care 
providers. 


On a separate issue, makers 
of generic drugs, backed by 
the White House and a senior 
congressional ally, sought to 
reduce the patent protection 
that pharmaceutical 

companies receive for their 
new-to-market biotech 
products. 

The House and Senate bills 
both limit competition for 12 
years. 

The fast-paced events 
came as senior lawmakers 
went to the White House 
for the second straight day 
of bargaining over terms 
of a final compromise, 
and Obama arranged an 
appearance before the House 
Democratic rank-and-file in 
late afternoon Thursday in 
the Capitol complex. 

The president wants 
legislation to expand health 
care to millions who lack 
it, crack down on insurance 
industry practices such as 
denial of benefits on the 
basis of pre-existing medical 
conditions and slow the 
growth of health care costs 
generally. 

The president has told 
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lawmakers he wants the tax 
on high-cost plans included 
in the legislation to help rein 
in costs. But that position 
courted conflict with labor 
leaders who fear exposing 
their membership to higher 
taxes, as well as with House 
Democrats who omitted it 
from the legislation they 
initially passed. 

The day’s events underscored 
the urgency with which 
the White House and top 
Democrats were working, 
and the tentative agreement 
on a new tax on high-cost 
plans was the most prominent 
fruit of the effort. 

“This was a very critical 
issue that had to be resolved, 
and I think it has been,” said 
Rep. Rob Andrews, D-N.J., 
who told reporters he had 
been briefed on the emerging 
agreement to impose a tax on 
costly insurance plans. 

While not all details were set, 
it appeared the union leaders 
had backed down on their 
outright opposition to a new 
tax, and the White House had 
agreed to several concessions 
to mollify their concerns. 

In a significant victory 


for unions, the 40 percent 
excise tax would not apply 
to policies covering workers 
in collective bargaining 
agreements, state and local 
workers and members of 
voluntary employee benefit 
associations through Dec. 
31,2017. 

Rep. Joe Courtney, D-Conn., 
and others said the tax would 
apply to fewer plans than was 
the case in the Senate-passed 
bill and would exclude the 
value of dental and vision 
coverage. They added it 
would provide an exemption 
for residents of states where 
the cost of health care is 
particularly high, as well as 
for employees of high-risk 
professions. 

A union official familiar with 
the details said the tentative 
agreement would raise the 
threshold on insurance 
policies subject to tax from 
$8,500 in the Senate-passed 
bill to $8,900 for singles and 
from $23,000 to $24,000 
for family coverage. Even 
the new thresholds would 
be subject to adjustment if 
unexpected rises in health 
care occur by the time the 


plan is effective, this official 
said. 

Additionally, AFL-CIO 
President Richard Trumka 
told reporters that beginning 
in 2017, health plans covered 
by collective bargaining 
agreements would be 
permitted to seek coverage 
in insurance exchanges that 
would be set up under the bill 
to allow consumers to shop 
for coverage issued under 
federal regulations. 
Originally, the tax included in 
the Senate bill was estimated 
to raise $149 billion through 
2019. Trumka said the 
revisions would reduce 
that amount by $60 billion 
— money that negotiators 
would have to find elsewhere 
or else reduce the coverage 
in the legislation. 

While the tax would be 
applied to high-cost plans, 
the Congressional Budget 
Office has said its principal 
impact would be to prompt 
consumers to purchase lower- 
value coverage. That, in turn, 
would raise the income tax 
they pay by reducing the 
deduction they can take for 
health care. □ 
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Ex-UN weapons inspector 
charged in child-sex sting

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
A longtime U.N. weapons 
inspector who blamed a 
2001 sex-sting arrest on his 
criticism of the Iraq war has 
again been charged in an 
online child-sex case, and 
this time he was caught on 
camera. 

Scott Ritter, 48, of Delmar, 
New York, engaged in a 
sexually graphic online chat 
with an undercover police 
officer posing as a 15- 
year-old girl nearly a year 
ago, police in northeastern 
Pennsylvania said. He then 
turned on a webcam and 
masturbated on camera, 
they charged. 

Monroe County authorities 
traced the exchange to 
Ritter through a cell phone 
number he provided, and 
confirmedthematchthrough 
photographs, according to 
a police affidavit. Charges 
were filed in November and 
the Pocono Record revealed 
Ritter’s involvement on 
Thursday. 


Ritter, a 230-pound ex- 
Marine, declined to 
comment to reporters 
gathered Thursday at his 
home near Albany, New 
York. 

“I told you guys I’m not 
going to say anything, so 
please just go away,” he 
said after answering the 
door to the home, adorned 
with a welcome mat that 
reads “U.S. Marine Corps, 
The Ritters.” 

Ritter, bom William Scott 
Ritter Jr., served as a 
UN weapons inspector 
from 1991 to 1998 before 
resigning. He soon 
became a harsh critic 
of the administration of 
President George H.W. 
Bush administration’s push 
toward war with Iraq. 

In 2003, he acknowledged 
in TV news appearances 
that he had faced online 
child-sex charges in 2001 
in New York, but said they 
were designed to silence his 
war criticism. The charges 
were dismissed. 

Ritter waived a Dec. 17 
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preliminary hearing and 
is free on $25,000 bail. 
He is due in court Feb. 23 
for a status hearing, and 
would face trial March 9 
barring any requests for 
continuance. 

Defense lawyer Todd Henry 
did not immediately return 
a phone message from The 
Associated Press. 
According to published 
interviews, Ritter has twin 
daughters who are about 
16. He met his second 
wife, Marina, a translator, 
while assigned as a 
counterintelligence officer 
in the former Soviet Union. 
They moved to upstate New 
York about 10 years ago.Q

Guinea’s military junta 
says leader must return

CONAKRY, Guinea 
Guinea’s military junta says 
its wounded leader must be 
allowed to return home from 
a nearby country where he 
is being held under armed 
guard. 

But the statement read on 


Associated Press 
state-run radio on Thursday 
about Capt. Moussa “Dadis” 
Camara directly contradicted 
the junta’s No. 2 Gen. Sekouba 
Konate, who has assured 
the international community 
that Capt. Moussa “Dadis” 
Camara would not be allowed 
back into the country. 

Konate grabbed control of 
the country last month after 


an assassination attempt on 
the 45-year-old Camara, who 
was evacuated to Morocco for 
surgery. In Camara’s absence, 
Konate began taking steps to 
return Guinea to civilian rule 
and many fear the efforts would 
be derailed if the military 
strongman is allowed back in. 
U.S. and French officials have 
been in constant contact with 
Konate. He assured them that 
he intended to move swiftly 
toward elections and that 
he would prohibit Camara 
from returning to Guinea, 
according to a copy of a U.S. 
State Department report dated 
Jan. 5 which was shown to 
The Associated Press on 
Thursday. 

Camara is accused of crimes 
against humanity for his alleged 
complicity in a massacre of 


civilians and may be indicted 
by the international criminal 
court, but as of now there is 
no legal ground for detaining 
him. In a surprise move, 
Morocco flew the wounded 
Camara to Burkina Faso on 
Tuesday, where Konate flew 
to meet him. 

The two have been meeting 
behind closed doors in 
sessions mediated by Burkina 
Faso’s President Blaise 
Compaore. Late on Thursday, 
a nine-member delegation 
of junta officials arrived in 
Ouagadougou to demand the 
return of their president. 

“The collective members of 
(the junta) and the chiefs of 
staff of the armies of air, sea 
and land stand in solidarity 
behind Gen. Sekouba Konate’s 
call for a rapid transition,” 


said the statement read on 
state radio. “But we encourage 
and ask for the quick return 
of Capt. Moussa “Dadis” 
Camara to Conakry. We are 
recommending that Gen. 
Sekouba Konate bring him 
back (in his plane),” it said. 
Uponarrivingin Ouagadougou, 
the capital of Burkina Faso, 
the permanent secretary of the 
junta, Col. Moussa Keita, told 
reporters the delegation would 
not leave without their leader. 
“We have been sent by the 
sovereign and independent 
people of Guinea,” Keita said. 
“We have come to bring back 
our president.” 

Camara came to power a little 
over a year ago in an army-led 
coup hours after Dec. 23,2008 
death of former strongman 
Lansana Conte. □

ISLAMABAD (AP) — The 
leader of the Pakistani 
Taliban was apparently 
targeted in a U.S. missile 
strike on a meeting of militant 
commanders close to the 
Afghan border Thursday, but 
he escaped unhurt, Pakistani 
officials and militants said. 
Twelve insurgents were 
believed killed. 

The death of Hakimullah 
Mehsud would be a 
major victory for both for 
Washington and Islamabad 
in their fight against Islamist 
militants. Mehsud appeared 
on a video released last week 
sitting next to the Jordanian 
militant who killed seven CIA 
employees in a suicide attack 
in December in Afghanistan. 
Mehsud’s Tehrik-e-Taliban 
movement, which is 
linked to al-Qaida and the 
Taliban across the border in 
Afghanistan, has also claimed 
responsibility for scores of 
bloody suicide bombings in 
Pakistan in recent months 
against military, civilian and 
government targets. 

The U.S. missile strike was 
the eighth such attack in two 
weeks in Pakistan’s North 
Waziristan tribal region, 
an unprecedented volley 
of drone attacks since the 
CIA-led program began in 
earnest two years ago. The 
surge signals the Obama 
administration’s reliance 
on the tactic despite official 
protest from Islamabad. 

One or more unmanned U.S 
spy planes fired at least two 
missiles into a large complex 
that had been used as a 
religious school in the past 
in the Pasalkot area close 
to the border with South 
Waziristan soon after dawn 
broke, Pakistani intelligence 
officials said. 

The dead militants included 
two foreigners, while at 
least eight others were 
wounded, said the officials, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they are 
not authorized to speak to the 
media on the record. 

Richard Holbrooke, the U.S. 
special envoy to Pakistan 


and Afghanistan, said that 
he had no information on 
the strike but that Mehsud’s 
death would be a good 
thing. America does not 
acknowledge to being behind 
the program and its officials 
rarely talk about it directly. 
“He either is, or was, a very 
bad person,” Holbrooke told 
foreign correspondents in the 
capital, Islamabad. 

Three Pakistani intelligence 
officials and four militants 
told the AP that Mehsud was 
not among the dead. 

He had been expected to 
attend the meeting, but 
authorities were still trying 
to determine whether he 
ever made it to the session, 
the officials said. They cited 
wireless communications 
intercepts tracking Mehsud’s 
movements. 

The militants said Mehsud 
was alive, safe and traveling. 
They spoke on condition of 
anonymity because of the 
sensitivity of the subject 
and for personal security 
reasons. 

Confirming the casualties in 
U.S. missile strikes is very 
difficult and often takes 
weeks. Pakistani officials 
are believed to provide some 
of the intelligence used in 
the strikes, but it is unclear 
whether they have access 
to the high definition video 
images captured by the 
drones. 

Mehsud’s predecessor, 
Baitullah Mehsud, was 
killed in a drone strike last 
August in neighboring South 
Waziristan. 

For 18 days after that strike, 
militants denied his death 
even as U.S. and Pakistani 
officials said they were 
increasingly confident he 
had been killed. 

Hakimullah Mehsud, 28, has 
a reputation as a particularly 
ruthless militant. He has taken 
responsibility for brazen 
strikes on Pakistani civilians, 
including the bombing of 
the Pearl Continental Hotel 
in Peshawar last June and 
the attack on the Sri Lankan 
cricket team in Lahore earlier 
in the year. 

His men have also been 


blamed for attacking 
U.S. and NATO supply 
convoys traveling through 
northwestern Pakistan en 
route to Afghanistan. He 
first appeared in public to 
journalists in November 
2008, when he offered to 
take reporters on a ride in 
a U.S. Humvee taken from 
a supply truck heading to 
Afghanistan. 


There is a 10 million rupee 
($120,000) bounty on his 
head. 

There have been more than 
70 U.S. missile strikes in 
Pakistan over the last two 
years, according to a tally 
by The Associated Press. At 
least 700 people are reported 
to have been killed, many 
of them militants, including 
several foreign al-Qaida 


leaders, according to U.S. 
and Pakistani officials. 

In public, Pakistani 
government officials criticize 
the strikes and say the United 
States, which is deeply 
unpopular in Pakistan, is 
acting unilaterally. But there 
is little doubt Islamabad 
agrees to at least some of the 
attacks and provides targeting 
information for them. □

Patience already was wearing 
thin among the poorest who 
were waiting for aid, said 
David Wimhurst, spokesman 
for the U.N. peacekeeping 
mission.

see us moving — and we’re 
patrolling the streets, the 
military and the police are out 
patrolling the streets in order 
to maintain a calm situation, 
so that humanitarian aid can 
be delivered,” he said. 

In Washington, President 
Barack Obama announced 
“one of the largest relief efforts 
in our recent history,” starting 
with $100 million in aid. The 
first of 800 paratroopers of the 
82nd Airborne Division were 
to deploy to Haiti from North 
Carolina, to be followed by 
more than 2,000 Marines. 
From Europe, Asia and the 
Americas, other governments, 
the U.N. and private aid 
groups were sending 
planeloads of high-energy 
biscuits and other food, tents, 
blankets, water-purification 
gear, heavy equipment for 
removing debris, helicopters 
and other transport, and teams 
of hundreds of search-and- 
rescue, medical and other 
specialists. 

But two days after much 
of this ramshackle city was 
shattered, the global helping 
hand was slowed by the poor 
roads, airport and seaport of a 
wretchedly poor nation. 

Some 60 aid flights had arrived 
by midday Thursday, but they 
then had to contend with the 
chokepoint of an overloaded 
Toussaint L’ Ouverture 

International Airport. At 
midday, the Federal Aviation 
Administration said it was 
temporarily halting all civilian 
flights from the U.S. at Haiti’s 
request, because the airport 
was jammed and jet fuel was 
limited for return flights. 
The control tower had been 
destroyed in Tuesday’s tremor, 
complicating air traffic. 


Civilian relief flights were 
later allowed to resume. 

Those which did land then had 
to navigate Haiti’s inadequate 
roads, sometimes blocked by 
debris or by quake survivors 
looking for safe open areas 
as aftershocks still rumbled 
through the city. The U.N. 
World Food Program said 
the quake-damaged seaport 
made ship deliveries of aid 
impossible. 

The looting of shops that broke 
out after the 7.0-magnitude 
quake struck late Tuesday 
afternoon added to concerns. 
The Brazilian military warned 
aid convoys to add security to 
guard against looting by the 
desperate population. 

“There is no other way to get 
provisions,” American Red 
Cross representative Matt 
Marek said of the store looting. 
“Even if you have money, 
those resources are going to be 
exhausted in a few days.” The 
city’s “ti-marchant,” mostly 
women who sell food on the 
streets, were expected to run 
out soon. 

The quake brought down 
Port-au-Prince’s gleaming 
white National Palace and 
other government buildings, 
disabling much of the national 
leadership. That vacuum was 
evident Thursday. 

“Donations are coming in to 
the airport here, but there is not 
yet a system to get it in,” said 
Kate Conradt, a spokeswoman 
for the Save the Children aid 
group. “It’s necessary to 
create a structure to stock 
and distribute supplies,” the 
Brazilian military said. 
Edmond Mulet, a former 
U.N. peacekeeping chief in 
Haiti, was expected to arrive 
later Thursday from U.N. 
headquarters in New York to 
coordinate the relief effort. 
The first U.S. military units to 
arrive took on a coordinating 
role at the airport, but State 
Department spokesman P.J. 
Crowley underlined, “We’re 
not taking over Haiti.” 

Across the sprawling, hilly 
city, people milled about in 
open areas, hopeful for help, 


sometimes setting up camps 
amid piles of salvaged goods, 
including food scavenged 
from the rubble. Police and 
U.N. peacekeeper trucks 
pushed down crowded 
streets, showing little sign of 
coordinated action. 

Small groups by roadsides 
could be seen burying dead. 
Other dust-covered bodies 
were being dragged down 
streets, toward hospitals where 
relatives hoped to leave them. 
Countless remained unburied, 
stacked up, children’s bodies 
lying atop mothers, tiny feet 
poking from blankets. 

The injured, meanwhile, 
waited for treatment in 
makeshift holding areas — 
outside the General Hospital, 
for example, where the stench 
from piles of dead, just a few 
yards (meters) away, wafted 
over the assembled living. 
Here and there, small tragedies 
unfolded. In the Petionville 
suburb, friends held back 
Kettely Clerge — “I want to 
see her,” she sobbed — as 
neighbors with bare hands 
tried to dig out her 9-year- 
old daughter, Harryssa Keem 
Clerge, pleading for rescue, 
from beneath their home’s 


rubble. “There’s no police, 
there’s nobody,” the hopeless 
mother cried. By day’s end, 
the girl was dead. 

At the collapsed U.N. 
peacekeeping headquarters, 
an Estonian guard, Tarmo 
Jo veer, was pulled alive and 
unhurt from the ruins at 8 a.m. 
Thursday, 39 hours after the 
quake — a “small miracle,” 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said in New York. But 
U.N. officials reported that 36 
other U.N. personnel, mostly 
peacekeepers and international 
police, were confirmed dead 
and almost 200 remained 
missing, including top staff. 
Nearby, firefighters from 
Fairfax County, Va., and a 
rescue team from China, with 
sniffer dogs, clamberedthrough 
rubble and searched for signs 
of life. Two excavators stood 
by, ready to dig for survivors 
— or dead. 

For the long-suffering 
people of Haiti, the Western 
Hemisphere’s poorest nation, 
shock and disbelief were 
giving way to despair. 

“We need food. The people 
are suffering. My neighbors 
and friends are suffering,” 
said Sylvain Angerlotte, 22.

“We don’t have money. We 
don’t have nothing to eat. We 
need pure water.” 

But life also went on. Brazilian 
soldiers helped deliver a baby 
girl in an improvised garage- 
hospital at their base, just 
hours after the quake hit. Capt. 
Fabricio Almeida de Moura 
said the child was doing well, 
but the life of the mother, who 
apparently went into labor 
from the shock of the tremor, 
was in danger from bleeding, 
the Agencia Brasil news 
service reported. 

The unimaginable scope of the 
catastrophe left many Haitians, 
a fervently religious people, in 
helpless tears and prayer. 
Reached by The Associated 
Press from New York, Yael 
Talleyrand, a 16-year-old 
student in Jacmel, on Haiti’s 
south coast, told of thousands 
of people made homeless by 
the quake and sleeping on 
an airfield runway, “crying, 
praying and I had never seen 
this in my entire life.” 

Earlier, she said, one woman 
had run through Jacmel’s 
streets screaming, “God, we 
know you can kill us! We 
know you’re strongest! You 
don’t need to show us!” Q 
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Italy recovers $240 million in stolen art, relics

ROME (AP) — Ancient frescoes, 
statues and decorated vases that graced 
tables more than 2,000 years ago were 
among tens of thousands of artifacts 
recovered last year by Italy’s art police, 
officials said Thursday. 

Authorities said they recovered or 
seized nearly 60,000 pieces of looted 
or stolen artwork and archaeological 
artifacts worth €165 million ($239 
million) in 2009. 

That compares with the €183 million in 
art and artifacts recovered in 2008, the 
Carabinieri art squad said in its annual 
accounting of the government’s efforts 
to recover looted antiquities and stolen 
artwork. 

Police figures showthe number ofillegal 
archaeological excavations discovered 
in 2009 decreased dramatically, from 
238 in 2008 to just 58 in 2009. But at 
the same time, the number of people 
charged with falsifying artwork rose 
more than 400 percent. 

Giovanni Nistri, the commander of 
the Carabinieri’s art squad, said most 
of the falsifications were of modem 
art “probably because the art of 
today is easier to falsify with fewer 
technicalities.” 


In all, Italy recovered 39,584 looted 
archaeological artifacts and 19,043 
other culturally important works, 
including entire libraries, in 2009, 
officials said. 

Among them were 137 artifacts 
returned to Italy from Switzerland 
which had been in the possession of 
Zurich-based restorers Fritz Burki & 
Son. 

Burki is known for having restored the 
Euphronios krater, one of the finest 
ancient Greek vases in existence. The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York purchased it for $1 million in 
1972 from an art dealer later accused 
of acquiring looted artifacts. The vase 
was returned to Italy last year. 

The Italians are working with Swiss 
authorities to locate another 300 
missing pieces believed to have been 
in the Burkis’ possession, a Carabinieri 
press release said. 

Some of the 137 recovered pottery 
pieces, statues and other artifacts 
were on display at a press conference 
Thursday, along with a 1st century 
A.D. fresco and a banquet vase dating 
from 580 B.C. to 570 B.C., which were 
stolen from Italy and recently turned 


up at Christie’s auction house in New 
York. 

Overall, theft of Italian artworks 
decreased 14.5 percent in 2009 
compared to 2008, thanks in part to 


better international collaboration, 
better security monitoring at museums 
and archaeological sites and beefed up 
cultural heritage data banks, officials 
said.Q

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R&B singer Teddy Pendergrass dies at 59

NEW YORK - R&B singer 
Teddy Pendergrass, who was 
one of the most electric and 
successful figures in music 
until a car crash 28 years ago 
left him in a wheelchair, has 
died of colon cancer. He was 
59. 

Pendergrass died Wednesday 
in suburban Philadelphia, 
where he had been hospitalized 
for months. 

The singer’s son, Teddy 
Pendergrass II, said his father 
underwent colon cancer 
surgery eight months ago and 
had “a difficult recovery.” 
Before the crash, Pendergrass 
established a new era of R&B 
with an explosive, raw voice 
that symbolized masculinity, 
passion and the joys and 
sorrow of romance in songs 
such as “Close the Door,” 
“It Don’t Hurt Now,” “Love 
T.K.O.” and other hits that 
have since become classics. 
He was an international 
superstar and sex symbol. His 
career was at its apex — and 
still climbing. 

Friend and longtime 
collaborator Kenny Gamble, 
of the renowned production 
duo Gamble & Huff, teamed 
with Pendergrass on his 
biggest hits and recalled how 
the singer was even working 
on a movie. 

“He had about 10 platinum 
albums in a row, so he was a 
very, very successful recording 
artist and as a performing 
artist,” Gamble said Thursday. 
“He had a tremendous career

ahead of him, and the accident 
sort of got in the way of many 
of those plans.” 

Pendergrass, who was born 
in Philadelphia in 1950, 
suffered a spinal cord injury 
in a 1982 car accident that left 
him paralyzed from the waist 
down — still able to sing but 
without his signature power. 
The image of the strong, virile 
lover was replaced with one 
that drew sympathy. 

But instead of becoming bitter 
or depressed, Pendergrass 
created a new identity — that 
as a role model, Gamble said. 
“He never showed me that 
he was angry at all about his 
accident,” Gamble said in a 
telephone interview with The 
Associated Press. “In fact, he 
was very courageous.” 
Pendergrass left a remarkable 
imprint on the music world 
as he ushered in a new era in 
R&B with his fiery, sensual 
and forceful brand of soul 
and his ladies’ man image, 
burnished by his strikingly 
handsome looks. 

Gamble said Pendergrass was 
one of a kind as an artist and 
boasted a powerful voice and 
“a great magnetism.” 

“He was a great baritone 
singer, and he had a real 
smooth sound, but he had a 
real rough sound, too, when 
he wanted to exert power in 
his voice,” Gamble said. 

But it wasn’t Pendergrass’ 
voice that got him his break in 
the music business — it was 
his drum playing abilities. 
He met Harold Melvin, who 
was looking for replacement 
members for his group, the 


Blue Notes, and signed on 
to be the drummer. Later, he 
became the lead singer of the 
group, which became known 
as Harold Melvin and the 
Blue Notes. 

The band started working 
with Gamble and Leon Huff 
and had signature hits in the 
early 1970s with “Wake Up 
Everybody” and “IfYou Don’t 
Know Me by Now.” 

But Pendergrass had creative 
differences with Melvin and 
soon left for a solo career, 
according to his Web site. It 
was then he would become 
a sex symbol for the R&B 
genre, working women into a

frenzy with hits such as “Only 
You” and concerts dedicated 
for ladies only. 

“The females,” Gamble said, 
“loved Teddy Pendergrass. The 
females were very attracted to 
him and his music.” 

Unlike the songs of many of 
today’s male R&B crooners, 
Pendergrass’ music bordered 
on eroticism without explicit 
lyrics or coarse language — 
just through the raw emotion 
in his voice. “Turn Off the 
Lights” was a tune that 
perhaps best represented the 
many moods of Pendergrass 
— tender and coaxing yet 
strong as the song reaches its 
climax. Fans were devastated 
when, at age 31, Pendergrass 
was critically injured after 
his Rolls-Royce hit a tree. He 
spent six months in a hospital 
and returned to recording 
the next year with the album 
“Love Language.” 

He continued to sing and 
recorded several albums, 
receiving Grammy 

nominations. 

“To all his fans who loved his 
music, thank you,” his son 
said. “He will live on through 
his music.” 

It was 19 years before 
Pendergrass resumed 

performing at his own 
concerts. He made his return 
on Memorial Day weekend in 
2001, with two sold-out shows 
in Atlantic City, N. J. 


Gamble noted Pendergrass’ 
charitable work for people 
with spinal cord injuries, his 
performances despite pain and 
his focus on the positive in the 
face of great challenges. 

“He used to say something 
in his act in the wheelchair, 
‘Don’t let the wheelchair 
fool you,’ because he still 
proclaimed he was a lover,” 
Gamble said. 

But his career was never the 
same. Gamble said it was 
difficult for Pendergrass to 
project vocally like he once 
did: “The breathing aspect of 
it, he wasn’t really able to deal 
with it.” 

And while he had albums, 
he was no longer seen as the 
sex symbol but more of a 
sympathetic, tragic figure, 
even though he still had a 
strong following among his 
core female fans. 

After the accident, he 
dedicated much of his life to 
helping others with spinal 
cord injuries and founded the 
Teddy Pendergrass Alliance to 
do just that. Gamble said he 
wanted to help others. 

“In his quiet moments, he 
probably did a lot of reflection. 
But I never saw him pity 
himself. He stayed busy,” 
Gamble said. “(But) I feel that 
he’s in a better place now. ... 
He doesn’t have to go through 
that pain or whatever he was 
going through anymore.” □

LONDON - OMG: “Legally Blonde: The Musical” has warmed 
the hearts of London’s crusty theater critics.

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Obama tells banks

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama told banks 
Thursday they should pay a 
new tax to recoup the cost of 
bailing out foundering firms 
at the height of the financial 
crisis. “We want our money 
back,” he said. 

In a brief appearance with 
advisers at the White House, 
Obama branded the latest 
round of bank bonuses as 
“obscene.” But he said his goal 
was to prevent such excesses 
in the future, not to punish 
banks for past behavior. 

The tax, which would require 
congressional approval, 
would last at least 10 years 
and generate about $90 billion 
over the decade, according 
to administration estimates. 
“If these companies are in 
good enough shape to afford 
massive bonuses, they are 
surely in good enough shape 
to afford paying back every 
penny to taxpayers,” Obama 
said. 

Advisers believe the 
administration can make an 
argument that banks should 
tap their bonus pools for the 
fee instead of passing the cost 
on to consumers. 

The president’s tone was 
emphatic and populist, 
capitalizing on public 
antipathy toward Wall Street. 
With the sharp words, he also 
tried to deflect some of the 
growing skepticism aimed at 
his own economic policies 
as unemployment stubbornly 
hovers around 10 percent. 

The proposed 0.15 percent 
tax on the liabilities of large 
financial institutions would 
apply only to those companies 
with assets of more than $50 
billion — a group estimated 
at about 50. Administration 
officials estimate that 60 
percent of the revenue would 
come from the 10 biggest 
ones. 

They would have to pay up 


even though many did not 
accept any taxpayer assistance 
and most that did have repaid 
the infusions. 

Obama said big banks had 
acted irresponsibility, taken 
reckless risk for short-term 
profits and plunged into a 
crisis of their own making. He 
cast the struggle ahead as one 
between the finance industry 
and average people. 

“We are already hearing a 
hue and cry from Wall Street, 
suggesting that this proposed 
fee is not only unwelcome but 
unfair, that by some twisted 
logic, it is more appropriate 
for the American people to 
bear the cost of the bailout 
rather than the industry that 
benefited from it, even though 
these executives are out 
there giving themselves huge 
bonuses,” Obama said. 

He renewed his call for a 
regulatory overhaul of the 
industry and scolded bankers 
for opposing the tighter 
oversight in legislation moving 
through Congress. 

“What I’d say to these 
executives is this: Instead of 
setting a phalanx of lobbyists 
to fight this proposal or 
employing an army of lawyers 
and accountants to help evade 
the fee, I’d suggest you might 
want to consider simply 
meeting your responsibility,” 
Obama said. 

At issue is the net cost of 
the fund initiated by the 
Bush administration to help 
financial institutions get rid 
of soured assets. The $700 
billion Troubled Asset Relief 
Program (TARP) has expanded 
to help auto companies and 
homeowners. 

Insurer American International 
Group, the largest beneficiary 
at nearly $70 billion, would 
have to pay the tax. But 
General Motors Co. and 
Chrysler Group LLC, whose 
$66 billion in government 
loans are not expected to be 
repaid fully, would not.Q

NBA’s Arenas charged with 
felony gun possession

WASHINGTON-Washington 
Wizards guard Gilbert Arenas 
was charged Thursday with 
felony gun possession in 
connection with a Dec. 21 
locker room confrontation 
with a teammate. 

Prosecutors charged Arenas 
with one count of carrying 
a pistol without a license, 
which carries a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison. 
The charges were filed in 
D.C. Superior Court in an 
“information,” a document 
that generally signals a plea 
deal. 

Arenas is scheduled to appear 
Friday afternoon before a 
judge. Arenas’ lawyer had 
no immediate comment. The 
NBA declined to comment. 
The Wizards said in a statement 
that they were aware of the 
charge and were carefully 
following the legal process.

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — No. 1-ranked Roger 
Federer and Serena Williams 
top the lists of seeded players 
for the Australian Open, with 
Belgium’s Yanina Wickmayer 
the only highly-ranked player 
missing out. 

The men’s seeds follow the ATP 
rankings exactly from Nos. 1- 
32; the women’s list follows 
the WTA rankings from Nos. 
1-15, skips Wickmayer, then 
moves every player from Nos. 
17-33 up a spot. 

Wickmayer, who won the 
Auckland WTA tournament 
last week — her first event 
since her one-year ban 
for doping violations was 
overturned — is ranked 16th 
but is playing in the qualifying 
tournament. 

An International Tennis 
Federation spokesman 

said Thursday that because 
Wickmayer was ineligible to 
play the Australian Open when 
entries closed — a Belgian 
court had since overturned the 
ban — she had to enter the 
qualifying tournament. 

And since the qualifying 


tournament will not finish 
until the weekend — after 
Friday’s draw — tournament 
officials could not be sure that 
Wickmayer would qualify for 
the 128-player main draw. 
Serena Williams has won the 
Australian title each odd- 
numbered year since 2003, 
beating No. 2 Dinara Safina 
in straight sets in last year’s 
final. 

Safina is seeded second this 
year, followed by French 
Open champion Svetlana 
Kuznetsova, U.S. Open 
finalist Caroline Wozniacki of 
Denmark, Olympic champion 
Elena Dementieva and Venus 
Williams. 

Organizers resisted giving 
former No. 1-ranked Justine 
Henin a seeding for her first 
Grand Slam event back from 
retirement. 

The 27-year-old Henin, who 
won seven singles majors 
before quitting in May 
2008 while holding the No. 
1 ranking, made her tour 
comeback last week at the 
Brisbane International, where 
she lost in the final to fellow 
Belgian Kim Clijsters. 
Clijsters, who won the U.S. 


Open in September in only 
her third tournament back 
from more than two years in 
retirement, was seeded 15th 
for the Australian Open. 

No. 2 Rafael Nadal, who 
beat Federer in the final here 
last year, is seeded second, 
followed by 2008 Australian 
champion Novak Djokovic, 
U.S. Open champion Juan 
Martin del Potro and No. 5 
Andy Murray. 

Federer won the Australian 
Open in 2004, 2006 and 
2007, losing to the eventual 
champion in 4 05, 6 08 and last 
year. 

After losing to Nadal last year, 
Federer recovered to win the 
French Open and Wimbledon, 
increasing his career tally to

Dutch man 
charged over 
bomb threat 

A Dutch man has been charged 
with making bomb threats on 
board a transatlantic jet which 
had to make an emergency 
landing in Ireland. 

Jorge Flores was arrested 
after allegedly claiming he 
was carrying an explosive and 
forcing the flight to land in 
Shannon on Wednesday. 

The 44-year-old, from 
Limburg in the Netherlands, 
was on board the Arkefly 
charter service to Aruba in 
the Caribbean when the false 
alarm was raised. 

The pilot diverted to Shannon 
Airport for an emergency 
landing, evacuation and 
extensive search of the cabin 
and hold. The plane was given 
the all-clear by police late on 
Wednesday night. 

More than 230 holidaymakers 
and crew were taken off and 
transferred to a back-up plane 
to continue their journey to 
the island of Aruba in the 
Dutch Antilles. 

Flores was remanded in 
custody at a brief hearing at 
Ennis District Court in Co 
Clare on Thursday. 

The Courts Service said he 
was charged under section 
43 of the Air Navigation and 
Transport Act and is due back 
before the same court for a 
remand hearing on Friday. 

The incident came at a time 
of heightened airline security 
after Nigerian Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab allegedly 
tried to blow up an airliner on 
Christmas Day. 

He boarded his flight to Detroit 
in Amsterdam, where security 
has since been stepped up.Q 


help identify the thousands 
of people who still lie buried 
under the rubble. It is part of 
a coordinated international 
aid operation led by the 
United Nations and departed 
from Eindhoven Airport 
on Wednesday night with a 
transport plane made available 
by the Defence Ministry. 

The two million in emergency 
aid was paid from the Dutch 
Development budget. 

Considering the scale of the 
tragedy in Haiti, Minister 
Koenders decided to make the 
funds available. 

Prime Minister Emily de 
Jongh-Elhage, on behalf of the 
Go vemment of the N etherlands 
Antilles, is encouraging 
persons who have relatives in 
Haiti with Dutch nationality to 
contact the Bureau of Foreign 
Affairs by calling (09) 461 - 
3933 in Curasao to give or 
request information about 
their relatives. 

According to a press statement 
from the local Government 
Information Service (GIS), 
persons should ask for R. May 
or S. Nicolaas when calling 
the Bureau of Foreign Affairs. 


GIS explained that specific 
telephone numbers had been 
assigned and broken down into 
two groups that persons could 
call to register their names and 
to provide information about 
relatives in Haiti. 

Haitian residents in the 
Netherlands Antilles without 
Dutch nationality should 
contact the Haitian Consulate 
in Willemstad, Curasao, at 
(09) 461-3434 and ask for 
Interim Consul General Renan 
Chery or Vice Consul Jean 
Claude Selime. 

GIS also noted that the Dutch 
Embassy in the Dominican 
Republic was involved in the 
coordination of a possible 
air- or sealift out of Haiti of 
persons from the Netherlands 
Antilles who might now be 
stranded in Haiti due to the 
disaster. 

Airline company Insel Air, a 
national carrier for Haiti, has 
announced the cancellation 
of all flights to Haiti until a 
sufficient degree of security 
can be provided. The airline 
usually flies from Miami, St. 
Maarten and Curasao to Port- 
au-Prince. 

Insel Air General and 


International Affairs Director 
Edward Heerenveen said the 
airline company was ready to 
contribute to the reconstruction 


of Haiti with transportation of 
relief supplies and collection 
of monetary contributions 
during flights. □

Staying Off the Blacklist: FATF Criticism 
Prompts Government Action Plan 


Blacklisting and Approval 

In 2000 the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD) 
identified a number of 
jurisdictions as tax havens, 
which led to Aruba being 
placed on the OECD’s 
blacklist. 

Between 2000 and 

April 2009, a total of 31 
jurisdictions created formal 
standards of transparency 
and exchange of 

information. In May 2009 
the OECD’s Committee on 
Fiscal Affairs decided to 
remove the three remaining 
jurisdictions - Andorra, 
Nauru and Vanuatu - from 
the list of uncooperative tax 
havens in the light of their 
commitments to implement 
OECD standards of 


transparency and effective 
exchange of information. 
As a result, there is no 
committee blacklist at 
present. 

Aruba made a commitment 
to abolish the Aruba exempt 
company regime with effect 
from December 31 2007. 

The regime was abolished 
and a new form of Aruba 
exempt company was 
introduced with effect from 
January 1 2006. Rather than 
the company itself enjoying 
tax exemption, only certain 
qualifying activities are 
exempt from profit tax and 
dividend withholding tax. 

In early 2009 Aruba found 
itself on the so-called ‘grey 
list’ because it had too few 
exchange of information 


treaties with other countries, 
but on September 10 2009 
it was announced that 
Aruba was no longer on 
either OECD list. Aruba 
has signed exchange of 
information treaties with 
Australia, the British Virgin 
Islands, Denmark, the Faroe 
Islands, Finland, Greenland, 
Iceland, Norway, St Kitts & 
Nevis, St Vincent, Spain, 
Sweden and the United 
States. 

In addition, treaties with 
Belgium, Bermuda, Canada, 
France and Germany will 
be signed soon, while 
negotiations have started 
with Mexico, Italy, New 
Zealand and Monaco. 
Aruba has a tax treaty 
with the Netherlands and 
the Netherlands Antilles. 


However, there are dark 
clouds on the horizon for 
Aruba. 

Outlook 

A communique from the 
Pittsburgh G-20 Summit 
in September 2009 stated 
that: 

“We [the G-20 nations] 
stand ready to use 
countermeasures against tax 
havens from March 2010. 
We welcome the progress 
made by the Financial 
Action Task Force (FATF) 
in the fight against money 
laundering and terrorist 
financing and call upon the 
FATF to issue a public list 
of high-risk jurisdictions by 
February 2010.” 

Thus, a new blacklist is 
in the making and will 
probably appear in February 
2010. 

In October 2009 the FATF 
presented a report on 
anti-money laundering 
and combating terrorism 
financing which criticized 
Aruba’s regime, particularly 
its lack of transparency. An 
FATF meeting is planned 
for February 2010, but if 
Aruba can show that it is 
serious about complying 
with the FATF’s standards, 
it may yet avoid the new 
blacklist. 

Action Plan 

The government has 
prepared an action plan 


which aims to ensure that 
Aruba complies with the 
FATF in future. The plan 
runs to over 300 pages, 
but its main proposals, if 
enacted, would: 
abolish the Aruba exempt 
company (while allowing 
the vennootschap met 
beperkte aansprakelijkheid 
- a form of limited liability 
company - to carry out 
the qualifying exempt 
activities); 

criminalize terrorism 

financing as an independent 
offence; 

replace the existing 
legislation on identification 
and money laundering with 
new legislation in line with 
FATF standards; 
allow the Central Bank 
of Aruba to act as the 
reporting office for unusual 
transactions; and 
prohibit electronic stock 
exchanges. 

Comment 

The international status of 
so-called offshore centres 
can change quickly: on 
a blacklist one day, in 
compliance the next. 
However, even if a 
jurisdiction is deemed to 
be compliant, it must be 
prepared for abrupt changes 
to the rules. 

Therefore, the Aruban 
government has chosen to 
make rigorous changes to 
the existing system. □

A mammoth relief operation 
slowly picked up Thursday 
in a race against time to help 
survivors of the earthquake 
that devastated the Haiti 
capital of Port-au-Prince. 
Relief teams were distributing 
small quantities of food 
as thousands of hungry 
and traumatized residents 
wandered aimlessly through 
the streets of the city of 1.9 
million. 

The capital and its 
surroundings were the areas 
hardest hit by the powerful 
7.0 magnitude earthquake 
that struck the impoverished 
Caribbean country on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Relief workers spoke of 
chaotic conditions and a 
crippled infrastructure that 
made it difficult to reach 
people trapped under the 
rubble of hundreds ofbuildings 
destroyed by the quake. 

The true scale of the disaster 
remained unclear, with the 
government of the Caribbean 
nation speaking of up to 
100,000 feared dead and one- 
third of 9 million population 
in need of assistance. 

‘Food distribution started 
yesterday,’ said Charles 
Vincent of the World Food 
Programme, 'and today will 
start in Port-au-Prince.’ 
Speaking in Geneva, Vincent 
admitted that the food going to 
several thousand people was a 
'drop in the ocean,’ but said 
aid efforts were being stepped 
up as supplies flow into the 
country. 

'All staff there in Haiti are 
exhausted,’ said Vincent, 
adding that they continued 


to work through the night to 
improve the relief efforts. 
Meanwhile, the World Health 
Organization said eight 
hospitals were damaged or 
destroyed in Haiti and two 
others in the neighboring 
Dominican Republic were 
damaged as well. 

'This was already an especially 
vulnerable population so it 
is a particularly devastating 
impact,’ said Paul Garwood 
with the WHO, warning of 
disease spreads as the water 
supply was damaged. 

Some 100 members of the 
United Nations’ staff were 
still missing, many believed 
to be buried under rubble. 
A Filipino UN peacekeeper 
trapped in a collapsed hotel 
was rescued Thursday. 

Three other Filipino 
peacekeepers were still 
believed trapped in the second 
floor of the Christopher 
Hotel, the headquarters of the 
United Nations Stabilization 
Mission. 

The first European rescue 
teams arrived Thursday. 
'Teams from the French 
Antilles will start search and 
rescue operations as soon 
as possible,’ said the EU 
executive in Brussels. 
Additional teams are expected 
to arrive on Thursday from 
B elgium, Luxembourg, 

France, Britain and Iceland, 
which, though not yet an 
EU member, contributes to 
the bloc’s civil protection 
mechanisms. 

Italy, Belgium and France have 
medical teams on their way, 
while a EU assessment and 
coordination team is travelling 
to Haiti on a Belgian plane.

Commission spokeswoman 
Barbara Helfferich announced 
that additional aid had been 
pledged by Germany, Spain, 
Sweden, Luxembourg and the 
Netherlands. Non-EU member 
Norway is also involved in the 
operations. 

A 220-member Israeli team 
of medical and rescue experts 
was due to depart Thursday to 
help out with the recovery and 
treatment of quake victims. 
The military has leased two 
Boeing 747s of the El A1 Israeli 
airline company to transport 
the mission, which includes 
a search and rescue unit of

the Israeli military, a field 
hospital, police experts, and 
medics of Israel’s equivalent 
of the Red Cross. 

Britain on Thursday announced 
an aid package of 6.15 million 
pounds (10 million dollars) 
to help kick-start the relief 
effort. 

Some of the money would 
be used back the relief 
programme launched by the 
International Federation of the 
Red Cross while the rest would 
be used to provide water, 
sanitation, food and shelter 
for the earthquake victims, 
International Development 
Secretary Douglas Alexander 
said. 

Meanwhile, France said it 
has stopped deporting illegal 
immigrants from Haiti because 
of the earthquake. President 
Nicolas Sarkozy was due to 
meet with his government 


later Thursday to discuss 
the situation and decide on 
additional aid. 

France has already deployed 
several military transport 
planes and dozens of rescue 
workers to the capital Port-au- 
Prince, which appears to have 
suffered most of the damage. 
The French foreign ministry 
said 50 French nationals were 
thought to be missing in Haiti. 
An estimated 1,500 French 
citizens were living in the 
former French colony, most 
of them in Port-au-Prince. 
The International Committee 
of the Red Cross launched a 
programme and website to 
help families in Haiti locate 
missing relatives. 

'The aim of the family links 
website is to accelerate the 
process of restoring contact 
between separated family 
members,’ the ICRC said. □

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Relief efforts underway for Haiti quake victims 


PHILIPSBURG-Efforts are being made by various 
local volunteer organisations to assist the thousands 
of victims of the magnitude 7.0 earthquake that 
devastated Haiti on Tuesday evening. 

At the moment, organisations are requesting primarily 
monetary donations for a quick response, while the 
donation of non-perishable items and first aid items 
is also welcomed. 

For monetary donations, the United Haitian 
Community (UHC) has given Windward Islands 
Bank account numbers 800-752-07 (US$) and 800- 
751-09 NAf.). Buddhist compassionate relief Tzu 
Chi Foundation St. Maarten has Windward Islands 
Bank US dollar account number 219-322-01 and the 
Haitian United Teachers Association has RBTT US 
dollar account 403-328-45. 

UHC’s intention is to send some of its people to Haiti 
within two weeks with the gathered funds. According 
to UHC President Castin Ironce, it is quite difficult to 
fly into Haiti, much less to send containers of items. 
He said local airline Insel Air had guaranteed them 
free passage to Haiti. 

Once in Haiti, Ironce said, the UHC members will 
shop for the necessary items and rent a truck to 
distribute them to individuals who are in real need of 
basic necessities. In Haiti, the association will also 
aim to establish contact with a relief group to which 
it can ship containers of items at a later time. 


The Haitian United Teachers Association also 
intends to send some of its members to Haiti with 
the funds and non-perishable items it collects. Tzu 
Chi Foundation said it had lost contact with its 
main contact, the Chinese Embassy in Haiti, as the 
embassy building had collapsed. Therefore, sending 
non-perishable items is not possible at the moment. 
However, Tzu Chi is still calling on the local 
community to make monetary contributions. It is 
preparing donation containers that will be placed 
in various supermarkets and schools. Clothes and 
food are welcomed for the foundation to prepare 
containers that will be sent to Haiti at the moment 
adequate contact is made with relief organisations 
there. The committee to re-elect Rodolphe Samuel, 
in sympathy with the people of Haiti, has made a 
container available at Samuel’s Bakery (Magarita’s 
Supermarket) in Middle Region to collect items like 
non-perishable food products, water, clothes, shoes, 
tarpaulins, tents, generators, etc. When the container 
is filled it will be donated to the Salvation Army in 
Haiti. 

Love of Kids Foundation is also organising the 
collection of children’s clothes and dry goods to be 
delivered to the Red Cross and subsequently to Haiti. 
The foundation is calling on businesses to place signs 
in their establishments and be “drop zones” to collect 
goods on behalf of Love of Kids. 


Worker’s Institute for Organised Labour (WIFOL) 
President Theophilus Thompson said the organisation 
had established a solidarity comer in its building so 
anyone who would like to donate goods or cash to 
the victims in Haiti could do so. Contributions will 
be forwarded to the Haitian community. 

Thompson extended condolences to the Haitian 
community in St. Maarten, especially the members 
of WIFOL who might be affected by this tragedy. 
He said WIFOL would do whatever was possible to 
help relieve hardship the Haitian community might 
encounter. 

UHC President Ironce noted that Tuesday’s 
earthquake had come as a shock to the local Haitian 
community and said UHC was doing all in its power 
to mobilise relief to its people. He thanked the local 
community in advance for its contributions and asked 
for continued prayers for the people of Haiti.

Fishermen stage protest block Anguilla ferries 


MARIGOT—French-side fishermen 
blocked the entry channel at the 
Sandy Ground bridge with a string 
of buoys early Wednesday morning 
and prevented Anguilla ferries from 
approaching the ferries terminal on the 
Marigot waterfront in a protest over 
rights of St. Martin fishermen to fish in 
Anguilla waters. The protest began at 
5:00am and was due to end at 5:30pm. 
Fishermen at the Sandy Ground bridge 
said there was no restriction on tourists 
in pleasure craft entering or exiting the 
lagoon, the blockade only applying to 
Anguilla vessels. 

Association des Pecheurs Saint- 
Martinois (AMPSM) President Tony 
Page had warned on Tuesday that 
the protest would take place to draw 
attention to the change in “attitude” of 
the Anguilla authorities that he said had 
disrupted the previously harmonious 
existence between the two islands over 
fishing that has lasted 30 years. 

St. Martin fishermen, including Page, 
said the Anguilla Coast Guard had 
turned them back if they were not in 
possession of licences to fish. Two St. 
Martin fishermen reportedly have been 
fined by Anguilla authorities. 

“Anguilla fishermen can come over to 
St. Martin to sell their fish and lobster 
in the market and buy gasoline and 
diesel because it is cheaper here, but we 
cannot go over there to fish. That’s a big 
problem,” said one fisherman. 


When the first ferry leaving Anguilla, 
Ocean Three, was denied entry to the 
port in Marigot, an emergency meeting 
was convened between a Government 
delegation from Anguilla and local 
authorities in St. Martin to resolve the 
issue. The meeting was held in the 
Hotel de la Collectivite and chaired 
by President Frantz Gumbs. A number 
of French- and Dutch-side fishermen, 
including Page, attended. 

According to a release from the 
Anguilla Government, it transpired that 
the St. Martin fishermen were reacting 
to an incident that had happened on 
Tuesday January 5. In that incident, a 
fisherman from St. Martin was told by 
officers of the Marine Division of the 
Royal Anguilla Police Force not to 
fish in Anguilla waters without a valid 
licence. 

“The fisherman was under the 
impression there was some unwritten 
agreement whereby French fishermen 
are allowed to fish in Anguilla waters 
without the appropriate licence, hence 
the unofficial blockage of the port a 
week later,” the release stated. 

The Anguilla delegation acknowledged 
that Anguilla and St. Martin had always 
had a good longstanding relationship 
in areas of transport, commerce, and 
maritime and fishing matters. However, 
it reminded, “There is a need for persons 
to adhere to all legal requirements when 
they are in the territorial waters of 


Anguilla.” 

The delegation also stressed the need for 
Anguilla to protect its marine resources 
for the benefit of Anguillians while 
recognising the traditional relationship 
with fishermen from St. Martin and St. 
Maarten. 

It was agreed at the meeting the port 
should be opened immediately and this 
was done at 12:15pm. It was also agreed 
that indigenous fishermen from St. 
Martin and St. Maarten would adhere 
to Anguilla’s legal requirements to fish 
in the waters of Anguilla, including 
obtaining the appropriate licences and 
permissions. 

The Department of Fisheries and 
Marine Resources in Anguilla and its 
counterpart organisation in St. Martin 
will collaborate to ensure that issues 
are resolved in a timely and amicable 
manner. 

The release further stated that indigenous 
fishermen from St. Martin would be 
granted one month to apply to the 
Department of Fisheries and Maritime 
Resources for the appropriate licences. 
The licences issued to the local St. 
Martin fishermen will be for line fishing 
for pelagic fish species only (dolphin 
fish, wahoo, tuna, etc.) and they will 
not be allowed to set fish traps targeting 
lobsters, crayfish, and reef fish. 

Page was not immediately available 
to comment on the outcome of the 
meeting. □

exemption when they register 
every year at the St. Maarten 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry. A law passed in 
Parliament in September 2009 
now makes it mandatory for 
associations and foundations 
in St. Maarten, Saba and Statia 
to pay an annual registration 
fee at the St. Maarten Chamber 
of Commerce and Industry, as 
is the case with businesses. 
Associations and foundations 
will also have to declare and 
verify their non-profit status 
by registering at the Tax 
Department. This information 
will have to be updated 
annually. Under the new 
regulation, which had been 
pending since 2004 before its 
approval last year, businesses 
and associations will now fall 
under the same registry as all 
categories of businesses, re¬ 
elected Chamber President 
Glen Carty and Vice President 
Ludwig Ouenniche said. □

AIRPORT—A shortage of jet fuel in St. 
Maarten has resulted in rationing at the 
Princess Juliana International Airport 
(PJIA) seriously affecting the operations 
of private jets primarily. David Antrobus of 
SOL Petroleum explained that the shortage 
of fuel is expected to be solved by the 
weekend with the arrival of two tankers 
containing Jet A1 over the next two days, 
one at the Sol terminal this morning and 
other at Chevron terminal on Friday. Until 
receipt and recertification of the fuel on 
board these tankers, priority is being given 
to commercial airlines. 

The Daily Herald understands that while 
no commercial aircraft were affected, a 
number of private jets had to fly to Antigua 
to be fuelled. Additionally, usually reliable 
sources indicated that at least one major 
private jet company is actively making 
arrangements to go elsewhere in the region. 
Antrobus said there is a shortage of jet fuel 
in the region which could be attributed to the 
annual closing of the Point a Pierre refinery, 
located in South Trinidad, Trinidad and 
Tobago, to undergo an annual maintenance 


shutdown from December 28 to January 4 
and the high sea swells in the region which 
have led to tanker delays. This has restricted 
supplies so that the last tanker load of Jet A1 
was cut by Sol’s suppliers at the load port 
in line with the rationing of jet fuel across 
the region. 

He said a tanker is expected in today at the 
Sol Terminal at 6:00am and the fuel samples 
for recertification will be flown by charter to 
Antigua to ensure recertification is received 
before the afternoon rush period at PJIA. 
Antrobus said, barring any unforeseen 
circumstances, operations should be back to 
normal in the weekend and from as early as 
mid-afternoon on Friday. 

Regarding fuel reserves, Antrobus explained 
that SOL and Chevron are restricted in their 
storage capacity on the island and at PJIA. 
He said SOL is seriously looking to expand 
its Cole Bay storage facility with additional 
fuel storage here sometime towards the 
end of 2010 depending on early receipt of 
planning permissions for the application 
which will shortly be submitted to the 
authorities. □ 


Financial Intelligence Unit 
will be functional in March 


COLE BAY-St. Maarten branch of the 
Netherlands Antilles Financial Intelligence 
Unit MOT is set to open in Puerto del Sol 
Plaza in March. A senior legal counsel 
and a secretary will be initially stationed 
permanently here while MOT Head Kenneth 
Dambruck will be here every two weeks. 
The office was symbolically opened by 
Finance Minister Ersilia de Lannooy and 
Leader of Government Commissioner 
William Marlin in July 2009 but had been 
vacant since then. Dambruck said that 
some NAf. 200,000 was allotted for the 
St. Maarten unit to outfit the space with 
furniture, wiring for computer system and 
other essentials. The reason the set-up of 
the unit’s operations has taken so long, he 
explained, is because the funds, although 
approved by the Central Government, were 
not readily available for the unit. Personnel 
are also being sought for the unit’s operations 
in St. Maarten. The central unit in Curasao 


has 14 people and approval has been given 
for another seven people to be hired there. 
Although the unit here is not functioning as 
yet, St. Maarten has already been introduced 
to the Caribbean as a new member, so to 
speak, of financial monitoring. A training 
course, for unusual transaction reporters of 
units in the Caribbean and as far away as 
Nigeria, was held here in July 2009. “We did 
the course here to introduce St. Maarten as 
a new unit,” he said. The branch should be 
fully equipment to run independently when 
country St. Maarten is established on 10-10- 
10. Dambruck commended the support the 
MOT has had in the execution of its duties 
here. He singled out Stanley Kwidama, who 
is assisting with the set-up of the justice 
chain for country St. Maarten, Julian Lake 
of the Control Department and Michael 
Dijkhoffz of government’s IT department 
for their cooperation and assistance to set¬ 
up the unit. Q

BRASILIA (AP) - Colombia 
puso a disposicion una base 
naval y un aeropuerto en 
el Caribe para facilitar las 
labores humanitarias, Cuba 
envio mas de 400 medicos y 
Brasil mas de 28 toneladas de 
alimentos para paliar la grave 
crisis que vive Haiti tras el 
terremoto del martes. 

Ninguno de los paises se 
quedo al margen del esfuerzo 
y han abierto centros de 
acopio o han enviado brigadas 
entrenadas en desastres 
naturales para el rescate de 
sobrevivientes, remocion de 
escombros y atencion a los 
damnificados. El secretario 
general de la OEA, Jose 
Miguel Insulza, dijo el jueves 
durante una visita a Panama 
que a dos dias del sismo “la 
situacion es desoladora” y se

todavia mucha gente bajo 
los escombros, hay mucha 
destruccion, hay mucha gente 
sin casa, sin alimentos, sin 
medicinas”. 

Algunas naciones de la 
region han sido afectadas 
directamente por la tragedia. 
Brasil: 15 muertos muertos y 
5 desaparecidos; Republica 
Dominicana: 4 muertos; 

Mexico: 1 muerto; Costa 
Rica: 5 desaparecidos; Chile: 
2 desaparecidos y Uruguay: 1 
desaparecido. 

Tambien hay buenas noticias 
como la confirmacion de que 
una hermana de la senadora 
colombiana Piedad Cordova, 
dada por desaparecida, 
sobrevivio al sismo, segun 
informo el jefe del contingente 
policial colombiano en Haiti 
Santiago Carmelo. 

La directora de Servicio 
Exterior de Costa Rica, 
Carmen Claramunt, dijo 
el jueves que han sido 
localizados 11 costarricenses 
que sus familiares reportaron 
que se encontraban en la isla, 
pero continuan desaparecidos 
cinco ticos que trabajan con 
diferentes ONG. 

Brasil encabeza la Mision de 
Paz de las Naciones Unidas 


(Minustah) en Haiti con 
1.266 soldados. Perdio a 14 
de sus hombres y continua 
desaparecido el subjefe del 
contingente de la ONU, el 
brasileno Luiz Carlos da 
Costa. Tambien murio una 
pediatra brasilena que habia 
llegado a la isla para dar una 
conferencia. 

El ministro de Defensa de 
Brasil, Nelson Jobim, se 
traslado a Haiti para coordinar 
personalmente el inicio de 
un plan de emergencia de 
emergencia para enfrentar los 


cinco problemas mas graves 
detectado por las autoridades: 
entierro de los muertos, 
socorro a los heridos, remocion 
de escombros, refuerzo de 
seguridad de las operaciones 
y distribucion de alimentos y 
agua. 

En Santiago de Chile se 
informo el jueves que se 
continua sin noticias de Maria 
Teresa Dowling, esposa del 
general Ricardo Toro, asignado 
a las fuerzas de paz en Haiti, y 
de Andrea Loi, colaboradora 
de Minustah. 


El ministerio de Defensa 
colombiano informo el 
jueves en un comunicado que

La organizacion privada 
costarricense “Un techo 
para mi pais” anuncio que 
enviara voluntarios para 
arrancar con la construccion 
de 100 casas temporales para 
damnificados. 

Una brigada humanitaria de 
32 soldados del Ejercito de 
Nicaragua viajo el jueves a 
Haiti para prestar servicios 
medicos y de rescate, mientras 
Honduras mando unos 20 
medicos forenses y bomberos 
expertos en la busqueda 
de personas soterradas. El 
presidente de Panama Ricardo 
Martinelli anuncio su pais 
enviara un avion que llevara un 
equipo de 20 rescatistas, unas 
10.000 bolsas de alimentos y 
medicinas. □ 


Impotencia y angustia de comunidad haitiana en Dominicana 


SANTO DOMINGO (AP) - El embajador 
de Haiti, Fritz Cineas, no contuvo el 
jueves las lagrimas al hablar sobre la 
tragedia en su pais, mientras su voz denoto 
la impotencia y la angustia por no poder 
informar a sus compatriotas residentes 
en Dominicana sobre la situacion de 
sus familiares. En el Pequeno Haiti, un 
barrio capitalino en el que vive la mayor 
concentracion de haitianos en la capital 
dominicana, reinaba la desesperacion 
por la falta de comunicacion. Republica 
Dominicana, como vecino mas cercano, 
fue el primer pais que acudio en ayuda de 
los haitianos tras el terremoto del martes. 
Cuatro dominicanos fueron confirmados 
el jueves como fallecidos durante el sismo: 
Luis Bolivar y Manuel Lora Acosta, Jose 


Rafael Medina y Guillermo Pena, quienes 
trabajaban en territorio dominicano. Las 
autoridades locales no han establecido 
el numero de desaparecidos. Se calcula 
que en Haiti residen mas de 25.000 
dominicanos. “Otra vez la Republica 
Dominicana ha dado muestra de gran 
solidaridad”, manifesto Cineas con 
lagrimas en los ojos y sin poder continuar 
las palabras ante los periodistas. 

El gobiemo envio agua, alimentos y 
personal medico y de socorro. Al menos 
2.000 personas han sido atendidas en 
hospitales dominicanos, entre ellos el 
presidente del Senado de Haiti, Kelly 
Bestien. Decenas de haitianos que 
viven en Republica Dominicana acuden 
a diferentes hospitales en busca de 


identificar familiares. 

Yeni Pierre, una mujer de 35 anos que 
se dedica al transporte de mercancias 
para comercializarlas en Santo Domingo, 
lloraba incesantemente porque no ha 
podido saber del paradero de dos de sus 
tres hijas. Muchos haitianos no saben 
cuando podran regresar a su pais y saber 
de sus familiares, debido a la falta de 
dinero o transporte para costear el viaje. 
Gary Stflou comento en el Pequeno Haiti 
que “es una situacion muy dificil, todavia 
nosotros no sabemos quien murio, quien 
esta grave o quien desaparecio”. 

Al menos un millon de haitiano vive de 
manera ilegal en territorio dominicano 
y trabajan en agricultura y labores

CARACAS (Reuters) - El 
presidente HugoChavezdecidio 
el miercoles a medianoche 
suspender un controversial 
racionamiento de electricidad 
en Caracas al admitir que el 
plan genero inconvenientes, y 
pidio la renuncia al ministro de 
Energia Electrica. 

Horas antes, el militar retirado 
con 11 anos en el poder habia 
defendido a capa y espada los 
planes de ahorro de energia 
mediante cortes de luz de 
cuatro horas cada dos dias, 
tras acusar a los Gobiernos que 
lo precedieron y a la falta de 
lluvias por la crisis de energia. 
“He ordenado suspender los 
cortes electricos” unicamente 
en Caracas, dijo el presidente 
en un contacto telefonico con 
el canal estatal VTV al agregar 
que ha habido “impactos no 
deseados”. Dijo que en el 
interior del pais el plan de 
racionamiento continuara 
porque “marcha de manera 
correcta el plan” y que lo 
de Caracas se va a limitar y 
revisar. 


El presidente afirmo que le 
solicito la dimision al ministro 
Angel Rodriguez, que habia 
sido designado hace poco para 


tomar las riendas de la crisis 
de energia y la dramatica baja 
del embalse del Guri, del que 
depende el 73 por ciento de 
la energia hidroelectrica que 
motoriza al pais. 

Venezuela inicio el miercoles 
el plan de racionamiento 
de electricidad en medio de 
una gran confusion entre la 


poblacion, que en su mayoria 
no estaba informada de los 
horarios ni preparada para 
enfrentarlo. 

Establecimientos comerciales, 
asi como colegios y centros 
medicos esperaban mayor 
informacion sobre los horarios 
en los que sera cortado el 
servicio para intentar establecer 
planes de contingencia, 


al tiempo que periodicos 
comparaban la situacion con la 
que vivio Cuba hace anos. 

La medida tambien llevo a una 
reprogramacion de eventos 
como la final de la serie 
nacional de beisbol, el deporte 
principal del pais, mientras 
que algunas personas quedaron 
atrapadas en los ascensores 
y otros vieron interrumpidas 
subitamente sus compras. 
Autoridades han alertado 
que se espera que la sequia 
se mantenga por unos cinco 
meses y que de no hacerse el 
racionamiento, el pais podria 
entrar en un colapso electrico 
desde finales de febrero. 

El pais petrolero esta azotado 
por una recesion economica 
y alta inflacion, ademas de 
continuos apagones y cortes 
de agua, lo que ha afectado la 
popularidad de Chavez, quien 
busca instaurar un Estado 
socialista que contrasta con el 
gusto consumista de la nacion. 
El deficit electrico se calcula en 
un 12 por ciento, equivalente 
a 1.669 megavatios (MW), 
lo que ha causado frecuentes 
y prolongados apagones, 
especialmente en el interior 
del pais y lo que ha desatado 
la furia de pobladores, que 
suelen bloquear carreteras en 
protesta. □ 


Venezuela y 
Slria estrechan 


relaciones 


CARACAS (AP) - El presidente venezolano Hugo Chavez 
se reunio el miercoles con el ministro de Comunicacion de 
Siria, Mohsen Bilal, para evaluar el estado de las relaciones 
y los avances de la cooperacion de ambos paises en materia 
energetica, comunicaciones, agricultura y comercio. 

El canciller venezolano Nicolas Maduro alabo la visita del 
ministro sirio por considerar que fue “muy productivo” el 
encuentro que se realizo en el palacio de gobiemo de Caracas. 
Bilal, por su parte, catalogo la reunion con el lider izquierdista 
venezolano como un “dia historico” y acoto que hizo entrega 
a Chavez de una misiva y un fratemo saludo de su par sirio 
Bashar Al-Assad. 

En Venezuela nos “encontramos con hermanos, luchadores para 
el progreso, prosperidad, socialismo, independencia, derechos 
humanos de los pueblos, para la autodeterminacion”, dijo Bidal, 
citado por la agencia estatal de noticias ABN. 

El lider sudamericano ha establecido vinculos estrechos con 
Siria, Iran y otros paises del Medio Oriente, mientras que 
sus relaciones con Israel se han vuelto tensas. Repetidamente 
Chavez ha dicho que el estado judio deberia devolver a Siria las 
colinas de Golan que capturo en la guerra de 1967.Q 


Congreso hondureno declara 
diputado vltaliclu a Micheletti 


TEGUCIGALPA (AP) - El congreso 
condecoro el miercoles por la noche al 
presidente de facto Roberto Micheletti y le 
confirio el titulo de “diputado vitalicio” por 
haber sido reelegido siete veces congresista 
por 28 anos, desde 1981. 

Ademas, califico a Micheletti, quien tomo el 
poder en Honduras tras el golpe de Estado 
que derroco a Manuel Zelaya el ano pasado, 
como “gran hombre y gran ciudadano 
de Honduras”. La legislatura le otorgo a 
Micheletti la condecoracion del congreso en 
su grado de gran cruz extraordinaria. 

En una ceremonia especial, el presidente 
del poder legislativo Jose Saavedra dijo que 
Micheletti “se ha destacado por su inspiracion 
democratica, liderazgo natural y respeto a 
la constitucion y las leyes”, y que “bajo su 
liderazgo se mantuvo la paz en el pais”. 


En su discurso, Micheletti aseguro que “ha 
sido triste y doloroso soportar a los gobiernos 
y personajes que siguen acosandome, pero 
hice lo correcto, lo legal y lo legitimo... y 
siempre me acompano el pueblo”. “Al final 
se impuso el buen juicio y la razon... y ya se 
esta dando la reincorporacion de Honduras 
en el consorcio de las naciones”, anadio. 

Su comentario fue una aparente alusion 
al hecho que la Organizacion de Estados 
Americanos retiro a Honduras de su seno 
luego del derrocamiento del 28 de junio, 
cuando los militares arrestaron y enviaron al 
exilio a Costa Rica a Zelaya. 

En esa fecha, el congreso designo a 
Micheletti en reemplazo de Zelaya, quien 
retorno subrepticiamente el 21 de septiembre 
a Tegucigalpa y se refugio en la embajada de 
Brasil, donde aun se encuentra. □
